specific  coda  of  municipal  taws  which  shall 
secure  ami  conlirm  the  rights,  privileges 
anil  obligations  of  its  citizens.  Municipal 
government  is  a  question  which  must  soon 
demand  study  and  legislation,  and  the 
government  will  do  well  not  to  complicate 
it  by  a  false  step  just  at  this  juncture. 


The  rumors  current  for  some  days  last 
week  about  a  revolution  in  Para  and  Ana- 
ZonaS,    which    seem    to    have  been  readily 
believed,   appear    to    have   had  only  it  very 
slight   foundation.     Thai    cause   exists   foi 
discontent  no  one   will  deny,  for  many  of 
the  states  arc  full  of  complaints  of  national 
interference  and  arbitrary  rule.    Were  the 
Brazilians    less  pacific   in  character,    oil- 
breaks   would    have    occurred    long   before 
to-day.  When  the  government  interferes  in 
their    elections,    however,     they    generally 
keep  away   from    the   polls,  and    when  a 
military    ollicer   appears   on  the  scene  they 
at   once  go    home  ami  keep  tpiiet.     Some 
day,    perhaps,    all   this   will    be    suddenly 
changed.   One  courageous  leader  will  resist 
and  an  exasperated  people   will  fall  in  line 
to   defend   him   before   they  have  time   to 
think   ol  the  consequences,  and  then    we 
shall    have  a   struggle   which  will  probable 
lead  to  a  breaking   up    of   the    country. 
Threats   of  secession  have  again  and  again 
been  heard  from  the  north,  and  we  sec  no 
reason   for  believing  that  the  purpose  Iras 
been  altogether   lorgollen   during  lite  past 
eighteen  months.     An  oppressive,  meddle- 
some government   under  the  republic  will 
be  just  as  irritating  and  distasteful  as  under 
the  empire,  and  will  be  resented  some  day 
just   as  angrily.      It  will  not  be  denied  that 
the  central  government  lias  been  interfering 
altogether  too  much  in  lite  local  elections, 
and    its   representatives    have    not    always 
acteil   wisely   and   in   good   temper.     The 
knowledge  that  this  interference  is  resented 
led    many   to   believe  that  an  insurrection 
had   really   broken  out,  and  the  President 
should   know   that    the    willing    credence 
given  It)  the  rumor  is  not  altogether  a  good 
sign.     Men  generally  believe  on  the  spur 
of  the  moment  just  what  their  sympathies 
lead  them  lit  wish  lor. 


Ws  have  already  urged  the  adoption  by 
the  municipality  of  some  definite  plan  for 
street  improvements  and  lor  certain  much 
needed  sanitary  regulations.  At  present 
everything  is  in  confusion,  reconstruction  is 
going  on  with  feverish  haste  in  every  part  of 
the  city,  and.  extensive  improvements  are 
projected  in  every  direction.  In  our  opin- 
ion the  authorities  ought  not  to  delay  an- 
other moment  in  the  adoption  ol  some 
intelligent  measure  10  meet  all  these  re- 
quirements. In  the  first  place,  no  effort 
should  be  spared  to  secure  tile  widening  and 
straightening  of  the  streets  wherever  pos- 
sible, and  a  better  opportunity  than  that  of 
the  present  moment  will  perhaps  nerer 
occur.  The  tearing  down  of  so  many  old 
buildings  will  permit  many  of  these  im- 
provements, lo  the  permanent  advantage  of 
the  city  and  its  commerce.  In  the  second 
place,  some  step  should  be  at  once  taken 
to  improve  ami  protect  what  many  be  called 
unobstructed  street  ventilation,  so  that  Ihe 
sea  breezes  may  be  carried  into  the  heart  of 
Ihe  city.  Two  avenues  can  be  opened  or 
this  purpose  without  any  great  delay  aid 
cost,  through  the  Ajuda  ami  Gttarda  Veil  a. 
ami  through  the  gap  between  Santa  Theresa 
and  Santo  Antonio  bills.  Plans  for  tlnse 
two  avenues  shoultl  be  at  once  adopted 
before  any  costly  new  buildings  arc  crect-'d 
on  these  streets.  Ami  then,  in  the  third 
place,  something  shoultl  be  done  to  open 
up  and  improve  the  Saude  district.  It  it  a 
disgrace  tti  leave  this  part  of  the  city  is  so 
neglected  a  slate.  The  heavy  traffic  carried 
on'  in  ils  ime  thoroughfare  leads  to  constant 
blocks,  delays  and  unnecessary  expense. 
Not  only  shoultl  a  new  street  be  opened 
into  this  district,  but  a  new  water  front 
should  be  projected,  which  will  give  another 
street  and  thus  relieve  the  pressure  on  the 
Kua  da  Saudc.  Another  advantage  will  be 
the  lilling  in  of  a  muddy  and  extremely 
unhealthy  shore  line,  which  is  unquestion- 
ably one  of  the  causes  of  the  fever  epidem- 
ics which  give  the  city  so  bad  a  reputation. 
And  then,  if  the  improvement  is  nitelll- 
gently  carried  out,  il  will  give  the  city  a 
system  ol  wharves  ami  trapicha  winch  will 
permit  the  loading  and  unloading  ol  vessels 
alongside,  to  the  inestimable  advantage  ol 
commerce  and  without  obstructing  or  dis- 
figuring this  beautiful  harbor. 


It  i(a  disgrace  to  the  government,  which  is 
party  responsible,  and  to  the  whole  coun- 
try.! No  civilized  man  would  treat  his  hogs 
as  tjc  unfortunate  men  and  women  appear 
tori  treated  at  the  S.  Sebastilo  hospital. 
In  t|ew  ol  the  fact  that  all  the  seamen  111 
thisport  and  the  strangers  in  this  city  are 
sent  to  this  hospital  when  stricken  with 
yelllw  fever,  the  treatment  thus  disclosetl 
shotild  be  made  the  subject  of  a  vigorous 
protist  Irom  the  foreign  representatives  111 
thisCity.  If  the  authorities  of  the  country 
have;  no  shame  nor  humanity,  then  steps 
shoild  at  once  be  taken  to  protect  the  un- 
forunale  sailor  and  traveller  from  what  the 
/b|(  very  appropriately  calls  "  The  Ante- 
chamber of  Death. " 


Although  the  loss  ol  the  Blanco  Enca- 
/Wi.'will  be  a  severe  blow  to  the  Chilian 
revoulionists  and  may  he  the  means  of  pro- 
longing the  civil  war  raging  in  Chili,  there 
is  nf-  reason  for  believing  that  it  will  in  aay 
way  affect  the  final  result.

The  following  statement  ol  patients  received  and 
number  of  deaths  during  Ihe  present  month  up  to 
last  Monday,  is  still  more  eloquent  than  the  stalls, 
tics  given  afiove: 
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The  Gaseta  de  Notitias  of  the  34*  says 
thai   the  minister   of  interior   presented  a 
project  for  the  reorganization  of  Ihe  munic- 
ipality of  Ibis  capital  to  the  government  on 
the  preceding  day.      It  will  certainly  be  a 
very  interesting  document,  and  the  more  so 
in   view  ol  the  anomalous  character  ol  the 
relations   between  the  government  and  the 
federal  district.     We  can  not  find   in  the 
constitution    any  authority  for  this  act  of 
the  minister,  nor  is  there  in  it  any  special 
provision  for  the  organization  and  govern- 
ment of  Ihe  district.     The  presumption  is 
that  the  federal  district  is  invested  with  all 
the  powers  for  self-organization.      It    is   to 
be  represented   in   the    national    congress 
by    senators   and   deputies,   which  implies 
that   it  is  independent  and  self-governing 
like  any  other  state.     And  if  it  is  a  self- 
governing  state,  entitled  to  equal  representa- 
tion in  congress  with  the  other  stales  of  the 
republic,  then  the  inference  is  clear  that  its 
citizens  have  just  the  same  rights  and  priv- 
ileges, including    that   of    organizing    and 
administering  their  own  government.     Tins 
being  the  case,  the  minister  of  interior  has 
no   inore  right  to  prepare  a  project  for  the 
government  of  the  city  than  the  governor  of 
the  slate  of  Rio  de  Janeiro.     In  our  opinion, 
the  constitution  has  placed  this  city  in  a 
very   anomalous  position  ;  it   has  given  it 
the  rights  of  representation  without  confirm- 
ing to  it  the  attendant  rights  of  self-govern- 
ment, If  the  national  government  continues 
to.  exercise  absolute  control  as  under   the 
monarchy,   then   who  and   what  are  these 
senators  and  deputies  lo   represent;    The 
city  certainly  needs  a  better  and  more  res- 


When  we  called  attention  a  few  weeks 
ago  to  the  abuses  said  to  be  practiced  at  the 
S.  Sebastian  yellow  fever  hospital,  very  few- 
gave  credence  to  the  stories  and  many  blam- 
ed us  for  giving  them  so  much  publicity. 
We  were  more-  than  doubtful  of  llieir  ac- 
curacy ourselves,  but  we  hoped  that  in  giv- 
ing them  publicity  we  might  cause  some 
investigation  to  be  made  into  their  truthful- 
ness. °The  authorities,  however,  appear  10 
have  laken  no  notice  whatever  of  the  re- 
ports, and  the  public  even  did  not  show  the 
slightest  interest  in  the  mailer.  In  most 
civilized  countries  these  charges  would  have 
aroused  a  storm  of  popular  indignation  and 
an  investigation  would  have  resulted  imme- 
diately but  Ihe  Brazilian  people  are  so  ac- 
customed to  leave  everything  to  the  govern- 
ment and  have  so  strong  a  disinclination 
to  mix  themselves  up  in  such  questions, 
that  for  a  time  no  one  thought  ol  tracing 
out  the  origin  of  these  horrible  stories.  We 
are  "lad  to  say,  however,  that  the  Pan  final- 
ly resolved  to  investigate  their  accuracy, 
and  sent  a  reporter  to  the  hospital  for  that 
purpose.  The  gist  of  the  investigation 
may  be  found  111  another  column,  and  il 
makes  out  a  worse  case  than  we  even  dared 
dream  of.  Were  it  not  a  plain,  matter-of- 
fact  investigation  by  a  responsible  and  re- 
spectable journal,  we  could  not  compel  our- 
selves to  believe  il.  It  will  be  remembered 
lliat  wc  protested  against  the  selection  of 
the  Reliro  Saudoso  site  for  a  yellow  fever 
hospital  when  it  was  first  proposed,  because 
we  considered  il  loo  distant  and  the  jour- 
ney too  fatiguing  for  men  stricken  with  that 
disease.  The  record  has  since  proved  mat 
our  objections  were  well  taken,  for  the  jour- 
ney has  been  terribly  fatal  10  the  patients 
sent  there.  We  never  imagined,  however, 
that  to  this  mistake  would  be  added  so 
much  neglect  and  inhumanity!  The  Fan 
report  exposes  a  state  ol  things  which  no 
people  ought  to  permit  for  one  single  day.

In  the  bay  at  a  short  distance  is  Sa- 
nucaia  island,  from  which  the  smoke  ol  burning 
gal  btge  is  daily  waited  by  the  breeze  to  lhe  hospital, 
and  by  the  waves  are  borne  to  il  old  matrasses, 
dead  animals,  decaying  Iruit  and  oilier  garbage  de- 
posited on  the  island.  .

Dr  Sa  Earp  docs  not  reside  in  the  hospital. 
He  goes  there  twice  a  day,  at  6:30  a.m.  and  5130 
p  m  Patients  in  large  numbers  arrive  every 
hour,  those  that  are  lliere  grow  worse,  Ihey  reach 
lhe  dying  Stale,  and  18  or  20  of  them  die  every 
day.  Dr.  Si  Earp  arrives  at  5130  1'-™-  and  re- 
turns on  lhe  following  day  at  6:30  a.m.  _ 

We  regretted  his  absence,  for  we  wished  to  ask 
him  (or  some  explanations  concerning  the  treat- 
ment, but  during  the  five  hours  ol  our  stay  he 
was  not  present. 

We  were  accordingly  obliged  lo  have  recourse  to 
Ihe  apothecary  and  lo  lire  direclors^uf-tUe  wards. 
We  were  able  to  learn  very  little.  When  the  pa- 
lienls  arrive,  a  large  dose  of  castor  oil  is  given 
lliem;  those  in  lhe  second  slage  ol  lhe  disease  re- 
ceive a  dose  of  iodine  and  iron,  ol  winch  33  pie. 
scriolious  had  been  filled  on  the  morning  ol  the 
day  before  yesterday;  for  those  who  are  worse  the 
medicine  given  is  a  slroiig  dose  of  ealeine.      ^ 

ll  is  impossible  10  imagine  the  repugnant,  hor- 
rible and  incredible  state  of  filth  and  negligence. 
On  their  arrival  lhe  patients  are  stopped  of  iheir 
clothing  which  is  substituted  by  the  hospital  shuls. 
I'he  clothing  removed  (10,11  them,  soiled  and  slam- 
ed  wilh  vomit,  is  thrown  under  the  beds  where  11 
remains  lor  hours  belore  being  taken  away  for  the 
purpose  of  disinfection. 

Aslhere  are  no  slippers  for  the  patients  1.1  the 
hospital,  Ihe  director  allows  the  shoes  and  soiled 
.lockings  ll.al  the  patients  were  wearing,  to  re- 
main on  the  Boor  al  lire  bedside.  Near  these  m 
most  instances,  are  the  iron  cups  Iron,  which  the 
patients  drink  water,  and  the  small  cuspidors  inlo 
which  they  .omit-on  lhe  floor  the  medicine  hot- 
ties,  with  or  without  medicine,  urinals,  soiled  and 
blood-stained  cloths,  all  this  exhaling  an  n,  olera- 
hie  stench  and  endangering  lhe  lives  of  Ihe  unfoil- 

unateslhat  are  taken  to  the  hospilal.  

From  time  to  time  patients  in  delirium  me  from 
thtir  brfs.  Sallow  and  cadaverous,  nearly  always 
til  rely  without  clothing,  they  wave  their  skeleton 
arms  in  lhe  air,  allowing  them  to  drop  on  the  two 
'nearest  beds.  With  the  excessive  number  nf  pa- 
rents who  arrive  and  are  crowded  into  the  wards, 
here  is  no  longer  sufficient  space  between  the  beds 
ami  the  delirious  patients,  waving  then  aims, 
strike  other  patients  lyingin  the  adjoining  beds. 

Cries  and  groans  and  a  stench  that  makes  one's 
head  ache,  patients  in  delirium  and  patients  in  the 
detail  struggle-tilt  sight  is  one  that  can  not  long 
l,e  borne  and  we  withdrew  Irom  .ha.  ante-chamber

BRITISff  SUBSCRIPTION  LIBRARY. 

Notice  having  been  some  '■■"«  ago  served  on 
the  British  Library  to  quit  the  premises  at  present 
occupied  by  that  institution,  ihe  Committee  are 
anxious  that  this  should  be  known  as  widely  a* 
possible  among  all  supporters  of  the  Library  with 
the  view  of  obtaining  their  assistance  ill  the  present 
contingency. 

Tf  the  Library  is  to  be  maintained,  new  premises 
will  have  to  be  (omul  before  the  time  lor  removal 
becomes  compulsory,  Otherwise  it  is  to  be  feared 
that  the  Library  will  for  a  lime  be  broken  up  and 
its  6,000  volumes  stored,  to  the  great  loss  of  its 
funds,  and  its  future  and  of  all  who  avail  them- 
selves  of  its  usefulness. 

The  Committee  therefore  earnestly  desire  the 
assistance  of  all  interested  in  its  maintenance  to- 
wards finding  suitable  premises  in  which  the 
objects  of  the  Library  may  continue  to  be  carried 
out  as  heretofore.

THE  OCEAN  POSTAL  SERVICE. 

The  ocean  post  office  between  this  country  and 
Germany  will  be  put  in  operation  April  I.  The 
clerks  who  are  lo  do  our  share  of  this  service  have 
been  selected  by  the  Postmaster-General  from 
among  the  most  efficient  men  on  the  force,  Ocean 
posioffices  are  to  be  established  on  the  German 
steamers  plying  between  New  York,  Bremen  and 
Hamburg.  These  offices  comprise  a  clerk  rep- 
resenting this  government  and  a  clerk  represent- 
ing Ihe  German  government.  After  the  system 
has  been  established,  all  mail  matter  from  this 
country  to  Germany  and  from  Germany  to  this 
country  sent  on  German  steamers  will  be  handled 
during  the  voyage,  so  that  upon  the  arrival  of  the 
steamers  Ihe  letters  for  delivery  in  New  York  city, 
for  instance,  will  be  ready  to  be  given  to  carriers 
(or  immediate  delivery  to  the  parties  addressed. 
Mail  matter  for  points  beyond  New  York  will  be 
placed  in  separate  pouches,  and  can  be  taken  at 
once  lo  the  cars  and  started  on  their  land  journey, 
without  delay.  When  a  steamer  arrives  in  New 
York  cily  early  in  the  day,  it  is  expected  tliat 
under  this  new  system  letters  will  he  delivered  so 
that  if  necessary  a  response  can  be  prepared  and 
mailed  in  the  next  outgoing  steamer,  which  per- 
haps sails  on  the  same  day.— Washington  corres- 
pondence of  N.  Y.  Commercial  Bulletin,  March  8th. 


SOCIEDADE  FRANZINI. 


The  work  accomplished  by  this  philanlhropical 
society  during  the  half  year  ending  March  31s!  has 
been  as  economical  as  it  has  been  useful.  It  is 
very  doubtful  whether  so  charitable  a  work  could 
have  been  carried  out  through  any  other  agency  or 
so  economical  a  scale. 

According  to  the  statistics  given  us  by  Gen. 
Franzini,  the  total  number  of  families  assisted 
during  the  half  year  was  667,  or  about  4,000  indi 
viduals.  Of  these  16  families  were  German,  9 
American,  82  Belgian,  25  Brazilian,  169  French, 
45  Spanish,  8  English,  302  Italian,  and  II  Port- 
uguese. All  the  members  of  the  society  have  been 
enabled  to  obtain  work,  among  whom  are  many 
who  left  the  plantations  through  dissatisfaction 
with  their  treatment.  The  total  number  of  mem- 
bers received  during  the  half  year  was  1,422. 

The  receipts  of  the  society  from  donations  during 
the  half  year  were  3,350$ooo,  and  the  expenses 
3>234$3°°«  leaving  a  small  balance  of  US$640. 
The  members  will  soon  begin  to  pay  something 
toward  its  support,  and  it  is  hoped  that  further 
contributions  will  be  received.  It  is  also  hoped  that 
the  various  foreign  beneficent  societies  of  the  city 
will  give  their  assistance  in  order  to  maintain  an 
agency  through  which  employment  can  be  obtained, 
VVe  regret  to  note,  however,  that  many  who  bene- 
fit most  from  the  society's  work  are  doing  little  or 
nothing  for  its  support.

—As  we  anticipated  the  friends  of  Gen.  Roca 
have  advised  him  not  to  resign.  What  a  caivcn- 
ience  one's  friends  are,  sometimes! 

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  23rd  sajs  that 
the  Chilian  revolutionists  have  organized  a  jrnvis- 
ionat  government  under  the  presidency  of  Jorge 
Montt. 

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  26th  sap  that 
the  Chilian  senate  has  conferred  full  dictitorial 
powers  on  President  Balmaceda,  It  was  quite 
expected;  that  is  what  the  senate  was  electel  for.

—The  preparatory  sessions  of  the  Sergipe  state 
legislature  were  opened  on  the  261I1  inst, 

—The  Italian  steamer  Napoli  arrived  nt  Victoria, 
Kspirito  Santo,  on  the  25th  with  immigrants. 

—The  preparatory  sessions  of  the  constituent 
assembly  of  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  ate  to  open 
on  the  1st  prox. 

—The  governor  of  Sao  Paulo  has  granted  a 
credit  ol  10,000$  to  meet  the  expenses  ol  prevent- 
ing an  outbreak  of  fever  in  Santos  and  Campinas. 
—In  a  collision  between  two  street  cars  in  Sao 
Paulo  on  the  19th  inst.  several  persons  were  slight- 
ly injured  and  the  back-bone  of  one  of  the  mules 
was  broken, 

—The  country  is  certainly  strike-stricken.  The 
strike  of  the  public  carriage  drivers  in  S.  Paulo 
ended  on  the  2lst  and  on  the  same  day  that  of  the 
Bahia  printers  began.

CONSULAR  INVOICES. 

The  following  decree  was  published  on  the 
26th  inst. : 

The  President  of  the  Republic  of  the  United 
Stales  of  Brazil : 

In  view  of  the  convenience  resulting  not  only 
for  the  public  service,  but  also  for  commerce,  from 
the  adoption  of  consular  invoices  recommended  to 
the  governments  by  the  "International  American 
Conference,"  and  adopted  by  the  United  Slates  of 
America;  and 

Considering  that  in  such  documents  the  consul, 
on  presentation  of  the  receipt  of  the  purser  on 
board,  or  of  the  wharf  clerk  when  the  vessel 
receives  cargo,  will  certify  that  the  articles  referred 
to  in  the  invoice — containing  names,  marks,  num- 
bers, weight,  quantity  and  value— organized  by  the 
exporter  established  or  residing  in  his  consular 
district,  proceed  in  the  vessel  to  which  they  were 
destined  ; 

Considering  that  in  this  manner  the  consul; 
invoices  will  serve  as  a  check  {contra,  prova)  to 
the  declarations  on  the  manifest,  should  this  be 
closed  before  all  the  cargo  destined  to  the  vessel  is 
on  board,  as  frequently  occurs,  principally  at  ports 
of  call; 

Considering  that  besides  assisting  the  consular 
labor,  the  consular  invoices  dispense  with  duplicate 
invoices,  in  which  not  infrequently  there  appears 
diversity  of  prices;  and  that  in  the  case  of  non- 
payment, they  constitute  the  only  inconlestible 
document  as  to  the  value  ol  the  merchandise 
which  can  be  accepted  by  the  tribunals  of  the  im- 
porting country; 

Resolves,  that  among  the  documents  mentioned 
in  §  1  of  Art.  "91  of  the  consolidated  laws  of  (he 
custom-houses  and  mesas  de  rendas,  tor  the  clear- 
ances of  goods  or  merchandise  subject  to  duties, 
there  will  be  included  the  consular  invoice  already 
contemplated  in  the  list  of  fees  which  the  Brazilian 
consulates  must  collect  for  account  of  ihe  slate,  to 
commence  on  January  1st,  1892,  and  (henceforward, 
in  the  terms  of  Decree  No.  1,327  D  of  January 
31st  of  (he  current  year. 

The  minister  for  financial  affairs  will  thus  have 
it  execuled.

— The  Destcrro  brought  from  Rio  de  Janeiio  on 
Tuesday  a  large  consignment  of  fire  arms  of  vaious 
kinds,  intended  for  transhipment  to  Chili,  having 
been  purchased  by  the  agents  of  Dictator  Bal- 
maceda. Further  consignments  have  arrived  from 
Buenos  Aires  for  the  same  destination.  Il  is  hor- 
rible to  think  of  the  bloodshed  this  man  is  causing 
in  his  native  country.  It  is  a  pity  some  superior 
power  can  not  force  him  to  submit  to  arbitration 
and  thus  put  an  end  lo  the  terrors  of  civil  war.— 
Montevideo  Times,  April  16th. 

— Yet  another  military  scandal.  Enquiry  is  now 
being  made  into  the  case  of  a  sergeant  of  the  4th 
nfantry,  who,  it  is  asserted,  has  been  barbarously 
tortured  on  an  extemporized  rack  for  having  stolen 
some  money  from  his  captain.  We  would  like  to 
know  whal  the  army  is  coming  to,  and  when  these 
denunciations  are  to  cease?  It  is  certainly  most  dis- 
graceful that  in  a  country  pretending  to  !>e  civiliz- 
ed, military  men  should  be  allowed  to  inflict  pun- 
ishments not  justified  by  the  civil  law,  without 
trial  of  the  accused,  and  without  responsibility  for 
their  acts.— Montevideo  Times,  April  10th. 

— Telegrams  from  Buenos  Aires  on  the  25th 
confirm  ihe  reported  loss  ol  the  Chilian  ironclads 
Blanco  Encalada  and  Huauar.  The  two  vessels 
were  stationed  off  Caldera,  where  they  were  sur- 
prised by  the  torpedo  boats  Condelt  a\\<\  Lynch, 
and  were  sunk  by  torpedoes  discharged  by  the 
latter.  This  was  made  easy  as  their  fires  were 
low  and  they  could  neither  escape  nor  maneuver  so 
as  to  bring  their  heavy  guns  to  bear  on  the  enemy. 
The  Lynch  escaped,  pursued  by  the  other  vessels 
ol  the  revolutionary  fleet.  The  loss  of  life  was 
very  heavy  on  ihe  two  ironclads.  Later  news 
state  that  ihe  Huascar  was  nol  lost,  that  the  Lynch 
has  arrived  at  Valparaiso  in  a  damaged  condition, 
and  that  the  torpedo  boal  A  Idea  which  assisted  in 
the  attack  on  the  Blanco  Encalada,  was  sunk, 


—A  printers'  strike  has  been  in  progress  in 
Bahia  during  the  past  week.  Many  printing- 
offices  were  closed  and  a  majority  of  the  daily 
papers  suspended  publication  for  a  short  time. 

—The  overland  telegraph  line  has  arrived  at  a 
point  about  55  kilometres  from  the  left  bank  ol  the 
Araguaya,  or  about  475  kilometres  from  Cuyaba, 
Malto  GrossO,  its  objective  point.  The  progress  ol 
Ihe  work  is  said  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

—An  important  planter  ol  Serra  Azul,  S.  Paulo, 
tried  to  commit  suicide  by  shooting  himself  with 
a  pistol  on  the  23rd  insl.  at  Ihe  station  of  Franca 
on  the  Mogyana  railway.  Two  shots  faded  to  do 
the  business,  but  his  slate  is  serious  enough  to 
Anticipate  fatal  results. 

—  Among  the  candidates  of  the  "national  union" 
party  for  the  state  legislature  of  Rio  Grade  do  Sul 
are  ex-Senators  Silveira  Martins  and  Avila  and  e:
